At 3-^Q this (WeHnesday) morning, the Republicans con- 


ceded the re-electiojijof E. C. Shelden and Ines Johnson, Demo- 
crats, to the offices of county clerk and county superintendent 
of schools, respectively. While Bernard, Democratic candidate 
for county commissioner, js showing unexpected strength ia the 
county, it is believed that he will be defeated by reason of 
Ranta's apparently plurality is .Colorado_Spring8. The re- 
mainder of the county ticket will go to the Republicans. Re- 
publicans claim the county for Stephen for Governor by from 
2,500 to 3,000. The Democrats only claim it will be a close 
i-aoe. 


Because of the usually heavy scratching, it was almost 


impossible to get returns from the outlyinjtprecincts, with the 
result that it will probably be late today before anything defi- 
nite is knowu regarding the actual vote. Leaders of both par- 
ties agree that never in the history of the county have voters 
showed so much independence, or so disregarded party lines in 
casting their ballots, as in the election yesterday. Complete re- 
turns from only seven precincts were received up to 3:30 this 
morning.
